Mrs. Ferris began to look 
at the dresses, and [rom beneath the flounces 
she drew whiole pieces of black Spanish lace 
twenty or thirty yards long, neatly folded 
and sewed under the flounces. Inside the 
bosom of a beautiful white Cashmere dress 
she found several pieces of Duchesse point 
lace. She picked upa lady's black chip hat 
trimmed with the head, breast, and tail of a 
golden*breasted heron, and in five minutes 
she held tive herons of different metallic hues 
in her hands. They had been fastened one 
over the other on the hat. Mrs. Ferris ae- 
tually discovered and uncovered things so 
fast in this way that it seemed as though she 
was going to make a wagon-load outof a 
trankful of goods.

THE STOCK-YARDS. 
INCREASING THE WATER-SUPPLY. 

Most satisfactory and detinit progress has 
been made with the movement for fur- 
nishing the Stock-Yards with a thorough 
and effective system of protection. against 
fire. Durmg yesterday the committees of the 
insurance men and of the packers met separate- 
ly and in joint session with the authorities of 
the Town of Lake. The matter on hand was 
thorvughly. discussed iu all its bearings, and as 
all interests represented displayed a readiness 
to act promptly and thoroughly, a course of 
action was decided upon which will, it is be- 


lieved, give the Stock-Yards as thorough pro- 
L 


tection as can pussibly be attained. 

It was agrreed that the Town of Lake should 
immediately procure a first-class stearm-engine, 
fully equipped in ali particulars and embodying 
all the latest improvements. This will be 
manned by a full corps of experienced firemen 
and maintained 4 constant readiness. It has 
also been decided to organize at once a patrol 
system, similar to that under charge of Capt. 
Bullwinkle, who has beer requested to recom- 
mend a competent and experienced man to take 
charge of the command. 

In order to obtain a constant and sufficient 
supply of water a new twenty-four-luch main 
is to be laid direct from the Stock-Yurds to the 

umping-works on the lake shore. Ground will 
de broken for this much- needed improvement 
at once, and the work will be completed this 
fall. With all these additional safeguards it is 
believed that the Stock-Yuards and pucking- 
houses will be better protected against fire thun 
any other place of similar character in the 
United States. There was no difficulty in ar- 
ranging. the financial part of the mat- 
ter, the packers realizing the necessity 
of. doing something, and guaranteeing that 
the requisit funds should be forthcoming.

COOK COUNTY CHARITIES. 

‘ A MODEL REPORT. 

The report of the State Board of Commis- 
sioners of Public Charities has come to band, 
and it there is nothing in it more accurate than 
what it has to say about Cook County it must be 
revarded as valueiess, because it is unreliable. 
Speaking of the County Poor-House it says that 
“there are indications of a spirit of improve-, 
ment in the management, partly due no doubt 
to the criticisins made by us two years ugo.” 

The facts are that the management, in spirit 
and fact. is precisely the same it was 
two years ago, notwithstthating this report, 
and, turthermore, the authorities regarded 
the “writicisms’’ made, which are referred to 
with so much disgust, because of their utter 
ridiculousness, that no attention was paid to 
them whatever. 

Speaking of the Insane Asylum, the report 
says “the County Board have begun the work 
of repairing the jnsane bospital, which is in a 
very dilapidated condition. The facts iu this 
case are that the Indane Asylum is one of the 
best and most compicte establishments ot the 
kind in the State. ‘he building is new, is con- 
structed of brick, and if nothing were done to 
it for thirty years it could not possibly be in the 
* dilapidated condition” represented. 

Speaking of t jail, the report says it is 
whitewashed every two mo iths, whereas it is 
actually whitewashed throughout every thirty 
days. Then it goes on to say that the prison- 
ers are classified and kept in -differcnt depart- 
ments. which is equally untrue. In fact, so far 
as the report relates to this county it is notably 
inaccurate iu every particular, and if it had 
becn prepured in a foreign land it could not have 
been less reliable. 


THE HENSLEY 
THE CASE ON TRIAL AFTER A LAPSE OF NEAR- 
LY TWO YEKANS—HISTORY OF THE MURDER 

AND OF “JACK” KEENAN, THE ACCUSED. 

John O'Neill, better known as Jack "’ Keenan, 
wus placed on trial in the Criminal Court yes- 
terday for the murder of Peter J. E. Hensley. 
at No. 3 De Kalb street, Nov. 13, 1879, and the 
day was consumedin trying to getajury. It 
will be remembered that at 4 o'clock on the 
morning of Nov. 13, 1879, burglars entered the 
residence of a French Canadian named Hensley, 
at No. 32 De Kalb street. and when Hensley 
uwoke and attempted to protect his property, 
one of the desperadves fired three shots at him, 
one of which took effect, and he died within 
fifteen minutes.

Suspicion, however, fell upon Keenan, 
who had just finished serving a term at the pen- 
itentiary, and he was urrested, together with 
several other suspicious characters, by Detect- 
ive Kipley the secoud day after the murder. The 
arrest was kept quiet for a time, but was finally 
made public in Tur Trisune of Nov. 21. The

A REVOLVER AND A SHOE 
of peculiar make, which were found in Hens- 
ley'’s house after the murder. These were con- 
nected with Keenan before the arrest was made. 
James Riley and Paddy Conners were arrested 
with Keenan as bis accomplices. 

Keenan is a man of about 31 years of age, and 
has been known to the police as a desperate 
thief for the past twelve yeurs. He is short and 
chupkily built, has small hands and feet, and 
v yes ot grayish-biue, which have particularly 
villainous look. He has served several terms in 
the penitentiary, his last term being for the cut- 
ting of Cal Hennessey, another thief, in June, 
1879. A few weeks before the Hensley murder 
he was arrested, with Cabbage Ryan and 
Paddy Conners, in a barroom on the North Side. 
The three were discovered lying iv wait, with 
pistols and knives, fora butcher named John- 
son. who was known to carry considerable 
money about his person, They were held to the 
Criminal Court in bonds of $1.500 each. 

The evidence aguinst Keenan is purely cir- 
cu: stautial, but the prosecution think they 
have a good case.

“Them Chaps Ought to Be Abolished.” 

A correspondent of the Pall Mall Gazette 
has spent some time in an English manufact- 
uring and seaport town in interviewing all 
classes of people with a view to ascertain 
their judgment upon the value of hereditary 
legislators. He says: 

So far as my inquiries have extended the 


popular judgment seems to be that the House 
of Lords is now an obsolete and obstructive

Lords’ were described as humbuss 
*great humbugs,’ and in like phrases. of 
ridicule and indignation. In short, the 
House of Lords is regarded simply as an as- 
sembly of landlords, who regard their own 
interests as their first concern, though they 
may be both directly and — 28 — 
to those of every other class of people. 
By the t bulk of the shopkeepers and 
the work enin the provinces, observant 
men tell me, the House of Lords has long 
been regarded as an obnoxious institution; 
the middle class, testimony accumulates, has 
rapidly within recent years approxi- 
ma same conclusion. <A 
respectable, quiet-going wortingman, a 
representative of his fellows upon an 
important public board, tells me he 
never could see of what earthly use the 
House of Lords was’; while the chief of an 
important trade organization, a rough though 
shrewd mechanic, declares, There is not 
one intelligent workingman out of twenty 
who has the slightest respect for the House 
of Lords.’ As for the ill-informed and the 
ignorant section of the working —— they 
are more vehement than the intelligent 
brethren in demanding an abolition of the 
privileges of the Peers, their antagonism hav- 
ing its foundation not so much in political 
sentiment as in the semi-socialist feeling 
which finds expression in the inquiry, ‘Why 
should they be living lazy, lordly lives, pos- 
sessing power and enjoying the best of every- 
thing, while we have to work hard lon 
for little more than the barest subsistence ? 

“So far as | see the general opinion among 
the wage-earning classes here is summed up 
in me expressive phrase that 1 8 
ought to be abolished.’ But it is\not only 
the working class that is 3 to the 
Upper House. A gentleman who from his 
position is brought much into close contact 
with the wealthy and cultivated in this town 
tells me he has noted within the past thirt 
years a remarkable progress of opinion ad- 
verse to the exceptional position and privi- 
leges Of the Peers. Says another observer 
whose business causes him to mix freely 
with all classes, ‘You would be astohished 
at the amount of republican feeling which 
exists even in the upper middle class. and the 
Lords will do wellto be careful.’ Quiet- 
going men are asking: What is the use of 
our being at the trouble and expense of se- 
lecting and sending men to represent us in 
the House of Commons if their resolutions 
are to be vetoed by irresponsible, birth-ap- 
pointed men, who have the power thus to 
obstruct the execution of the demands of the 
nation” The hereditary House of Lords,’ 
exclaims one man of wide experience, ‘is an 
infamous anomaly!’ ‘With the House of 
Lords acting as it frequently does,’;declares 
another, the House of mmons is a 
farce.” ‘The wanton — of 
urgent reforms agreed upon th in 
principle and detail by their repre- 
sentatives in the Lower House—that is 
where the power of the House of Lords 
seems to grip people in this constituency.’ 
They do not trouble to go into fine-spun 
theories asto the advantages of hereditary 
assbmblies, or even of Chambers of Review, 
nor care to impress themselves with the his- 
torical. It seems to me, if I may judge the 
English people from those whom I have been 
meeting here, that they want necessary legis- 
lation to be passed, and they are determined 
not to be balked in the accomplishment of 
their desire by men with no legitimate claim 
to authority overthem. In short, they are 
content still to have masters, but, as Mr. 
Freeman describes the attitude of the 
Athenians after the reforms of Solon, they 
need to be ‘masters of their own chossing.’ ”

MINE INSPECTION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

LA SALLE, III., Aug. 31.—A committee, con- 
sisting of four members of the Board.of Super- 
visors of this county, visited this .city yesterday 
for the purpose of determining whether or not 
the Mine laspector, John Dixou, of Streator, 
had performed the duties of his office in actord- 
ance with the law. They called at several of 
the shafts and iu the evening examined miners 
from all those now in operation in this vicinity, 
eight in number, end learned that the Inspector 
had beeu in oT two shafts within a year or 
over, and that all ot them, with the exception 
perbaps of a single one, were operated with very 
little regard to the provision of the statutes 
providing for the safety-of the miners. The 
cages were not always provided with proper 
coverings or supplied with catches to prevent 
their falling in case the rope should break. The 
air was sometimes so — 2 that the men were 
forced to leave their work frequently for halt a 
day atatime. Second openings were not pro- 
vided or maiataincd for all the mines, 159 no 
rules aside from those made and maintah y 
the miners themselves specified the number of 
men who should ride up and down in the cages 
at ihe same times The machinery was not prop- 
erly inspected, props not readily accessible to 
the miners, and altogether the operators were 
very negligent in providing for the safety of 
their employés, and the Inspector paid no at- 
tention whatever to the matter, neglecting his 
business entirely.

A TERRIBLE STRUGGLE HAD OCCURRED. 
The passage carpet was drenched with blood 
fora dozen feet in length, and the walls and 
doors were covered with it. Here was a gory 
bandmark spread over the plaster, further off 
a blotch where the torrent had rushed from the 
wound, accelerated by the muscular exertions 
of the dying, yet still struggling, man. Bloody 
footmarks in different parts of the passage 
showed that the combatants must have moved 
about in their bare feet in the blood as they 


coatended., 

When they first arrived, the officers could find 
no one on the floor except the dying man, but a 
hunt of the premises resulted in the discovery 
of a 12-year-old boy who gave bis name as 
George Duncan, and who pointed out the room 
io which he said his father could be found. 
The door was forced, and in the room was dis- 
covered a very padly battered specimen of 
bumanity—a thin, small, sickly little fellow, 
with a wild expression of countenance, and an 
incoherence of utterance which, at first, made 
it look as though he were crazy. The blood was 
pouring from some ugly wounds on his head, 
and his night-shirt and drawers—all the clothes 
be had upon him-—were drenched in blood, this 
ovidenve showing that he was the man who had 
had the fatal strugule with the deceased. 
was at once arrested and removed to the Arm- 
ory and locked up. He gave bis name as James 
Lb. Duncan, and at tirst declined to have any- 
thing to say about the tragedy. There were 
also arrested and locked up, later, Mrs. Duncan, 
wife of the prisoner, a young lady named Jen- 
nie Pearce, the Duncans’ adopted daughter, 
and a boarder named Herbert 8. Perkins, who 
were held as witnesses, they having becu pres- 
ent at the time of Mr. Lowerre's death. 
FROM CONVERSATIONS WITH THESE 

WITH THE PRISONER | 

it was learned that the Duncan family rented 
the second floor of the house, aad rerented some 
of the rooms to different parties. Mr. Lowerre 
had bad a room in the house for a Couple of 
yeurs, and was considered quite a friend of the 
family. A report prevgiled that jealousy had 
existed between him and Duncan, but he und all 
the others strenuously denicd that such was the 
case. That such a story could eusily gain cur- 
rency Was perhaps caused by the rather peculiar 
way th which the family disposed of itself in the 
night time; the rear room of the flat being oc- 
cupied by Mr. Duncan and the Iz-year-old lad, 
while Mrs. Duncan occupied the front room 
with a 4-year-old child, Mr. Lowerte's sleeping 
apartment being the next one to the rear and 
separated from it only by a pair of swinging 
doors. However, they were all agreed that such 
a fecling could not exist between the two men, 
and that, whatever the cause of the trouble, do- 
mestic disturbances had nothing to do witn it. 

A 'TRIBUNS reporter saw the prisoner Duncan 
some little time after his arrest. A light yet 
wiry man of about ninety-five pounds weigbt, 
he, though by no means of murderous aspect, 
gu ve the impression that if ounce embarked in a 
tight he would stick to it as long as his strength 
was able to respond to the demands of his grit. 
lle was considerably bruised up: cuts on bis 
head bad been dressed by the doctor, who also 
had reduced a fracture of his right shoulder. 
Still he was full of sand, as be called it, and 
when Health Commissioner De Wolt, who gave 
him a call of curiosity, undertook to address 
bim the question.“ What were you doing with a 
pistol, en?” he flew into a terrible passion and 
made that ofticiai beat a hasty retreat. 


“THIS IS HOW THE THING HAPPENED,” 


he explained to the reporter. I got up in the 
night on account of sickness,and started for 
the water-cilosct, but found that Lowerre was 
also on his way there. This caused me to give 
way to him and return to my room. I went 
again into the passageway, where I met Low- 
erre, who charged me with watching him and 
sncaking round bis room.

Things in Omaha-—New Bulidings— 
Water Works-The Cattle Trade 
Various Matters. 

To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune 

Ou, Neb., Aug. .30.—Improvements 
are still going on, and a number are now un- 
der contemplation for next season. It was 
the intention of the projectors to push them 
ahead this year, but owing to the scarcity of 
material and the great pressure put upon our 
architects and builders itnecessarily delayed 
them untilla more convenient season.“ 

Among the new improvements since my 
last is the early erection of a large wäre- 
house on the levée at the foot of Douglas 
street for the Standard Oil Company. It is 
their intention to locate a branch house here, 
as will be seen, to accommodate and more 
easily handle their large and growing West- 
ern trade, 

The new elevator is approaching comple- 
tion as fast as money and men can accom- 
plish it. It is the intention to get it done in 
time to handle this year’s crops. The ele- 
vator at the transfer is also steadily pushing 
ahead. These two will be the largest on the 
Missouri Riyer. The old Omaha Elevator A, 
built in 1875, was burned to the ground in 
1880, and since that time the site has been 
covered with the warehouses of the Elevator 
Company. Its capacity was 100,000 bushels, 
and it was built mainly as an experiment to 
see what could be done towards making 
Omahaa grain market,as we were then 
handling only about 300,000 bushels per an- 
num. ne of the firm told me afterwards 
that ever since it had been built, up to that 
time (in 1879), his carpenters were constantly 
at work enlarging its cy and they had 
then twenty ee in the State on the vari- 
ous railroad lines centering at Omaha. 
Shortly after Elevator A was built parties 
from Chicago put-up another, and in less 
than two years after the first stroke of the 
hammer was made on the foundations of the 
old elevator (A) the grain receipts at Omaha 
had run up from 300,000 to nearly 6,000,000 
bushels per annum and the receipts last 
year were 8. 153,000 bushels. The pro- 
posed elevator is to built 
as soon as 22 with a capacit 

of 250,000 bushe In less than two years 
am of the opinion it will be compelled to 
double its size.

These ruined men, scattered 
here and there over the North and North- 
west, don’t make the best of cajvassers to 
get immigrants to come South vo compere 
with negro labor or to invest in it. The 
Northern man, though we accuse him of a 
want of knowledge of the South, yet knows 
enough to determine him against coming 
here to offer his services for hire to live like 
a nigger. And the Southern man has yet 
no other idea but that the white man who 
hires to him as a laborer must live like a 
nigger. . This is an insurmountable obstacle 
in the way if white immigrants can be ob- 
tained, o keeping them. 

Our platform commits the Democratic 
party, and Democrats are talking about 
spending the State’s money freely to carry 
into effect the platform. Our mocrats 
have got the immigration fever badly, and, if 
it don’t cool down, they'll spend a heap of 
the State’s money for nothing. They’ll go off 
half-cocked, and shoot with the gun wrong 
end foremost. The first thing to do is, to pre- 
pare our people to receive white immigrants, 
and to treat them as white 3 people. Andtbis 
can never be done while the nigger remains.

Clear the niggers out of State, and white 
immigration will come of itself, even as water

‘he platform ought te have had an emigra- 
tion plank inserted, with mutual dependence 
oue upon the other. But this is imprac- 
ticable, as our E firmly hold to the posi- 
tion that there is no labor that can equal the 
nigger for the cultivation of our staple. 


Whenever white labor has n tried, and 
the white laborers decline to hou fed, 
and treated like a nigger, they declare he is 
a failure. And so it will be to the end. The 


white laborer will rebel, and the proprietor 
will be firm, with a poor opinion of the 
“white trash.“ Then, what's to be done? 
If the immigration idea in the platform is to 
be made effective, appropriations should be 
made, and liberal * to put money at the 
command of Immigration Bureau 
to charter *. * send to the coast 
of Africa to persuade or bu immi- 
grants to embark in them for prom- 
ised land. If the bureau should have to buy 
them, they are cheap, and would scarcely cost 


would have to expend in securing the same 
number of European immigrants. If that 
should be the policy, then the policy of spend- 
ing money on the exodus need not obtain. 
And besides, if the bureau should have to 
buy the African immigrants, their claims 
would fall as soon as they touched our 
shores, and, as soon as red-tape naturaliza- 
tion proceedings could be got through the 
courts, they could on voting. Since our 
people prefer the citizens of African descent 
as laborers, they would like the purt original 
article and take to it. These inunigrants 
might be relied on to be treated like a nigger 

ithout a murmur, and even more so, and 
proprietors wouldbe delighted with m. 
Thus. Mississippi can be made to blossom 
like a rose, and smell as odorous.
